1. The recruiting centers (cercuri teritorlale) of 
bucharest and Ilfov were located in the _‘almaison 
barracks, Lucharest, in mid-January 1950. In addition, 
the barracks was occupied by some iumanian Army units 
with which six tanks and some field suns were observed. 


Bo -llitia personnel were quartered in a building opposite 
the rear side of the mail customs house, the front of 
which faces Uranus-street. Fraga-ill trucks and Vraga 
and skoda passenfer cars were observed in the yard of 
the .dlitia-occupied building. 


Se another .‘ijlitia unit was yuartered et 5 boulevard 
Jimitroff (formerly ioulevard i'erdinand I).
